Reich. Arms Control 


GENEVA (U.P.)—President Eisen­ 
hower opened the Big Four sum­ 
m it conference today with a chal­ 
lenge to Russia to agree to a free, 
unified Germany and to controlled 
disarmament th at would guaran­ 
tee against “frightful surprises” 
in this atomic age. 
Soviet Premier Nikolai Bulgan­ 
in in turn proposed an immediate 
freeze on all foreign troops in 
European countries as the first 
step toward a general secruity or­ 
ganization to replace NATQ and 
other regional alliances. 
Eisenhower’s speech, while chal­ 
lenging, was far from pessimistic. 
And the eight-point program he 
proposed for a cold war armistice 
was in keeping with the cordial 
atmosphere in which this first top 
level conference since Potsdam’s 
disappointments 
opened 
in 
the 
Palace of Nations. 
STRESSES CORDIALITY 
Eisenhower emphasized the cor­ 
diality of the conference opening 
by shaking the hand of Soviet De­ 
fense Minister Georgi Zhukov in 
what the President’s press secre­ 
tary described as “a very enthusi­ 
astic” meeting between the two 
World W ar II comrades. 
Then the Big Four, President 
Eisenhower, British Prime M in­ 
ister A nthony‘Eden, French Prem ­ 
ier Edgar Faure, Soviet Premier 
Nikolai Bulganin and their re­ 
spective staffs of advisers and con­ 
sultants assumed their seats at 
the conference table. 
OPEN SESSION 
Eisenhower 
and 
Faure 
made 
their opening statem ents during 
the morning conference session. 
Eden opened the afternoon ses­ 
sion with a speech th at flatly of­ 
fered Russia the following; 
1. “A security pact of which 
those around this table and a unit­ 
ed Germany m ight be members.” 
2. 
Discussions 
on 
"the 
total 
forces and arm am ents on each 
side in Germany and the countries 
neighboring Germany.” This, he 
said would entail “reciprocal con­ 
trol to supervise 
the 
arrange­ 
ment.” 
3. “We should be ready to ex­ 
amine the possibility of a demil­ 
itarized area between East and 
West.” 
BULGANIN LAST SPEAKER 
Bulganin, the day’s last speaker, 
announced the Soviet Union has 
decided to contribute atomic m a­ 
terials to the “world bank” for 
atoms which Eisenhower proposed 
in 1953. Then he got down to the 
question of European security. 
Bulganin agreed to give careful 
consideration to all W estern pro­ 
posals, but he left no, doubt th at 
Russia’s primary aim in the con­ 
ference—as it has been for years 
—is to prevent the rearming of 
Germany and to bring about the 
end of NATO (the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization). 
But the tone o f his address was 
mild. When he had finished, Eisen­ 
hower—today’s chairm an—praised 
the spirit shown by all four dele­ 
gations. He said the conference 
“will be a great success” if th at 
spirit is sustained. 
Eisenhower, keynoting the con­ 
ference, called for a “new spirit.” 
He urged the heads of govern­ 
m ents to “generate and put into 
motion the new forces needed to 
set us truly on the path to peace.” 
Eisenhower frankly challenged 
Russia to “improve the interna­ 
tional climate” by cooperating with 
the West in a workable program 
of disarmam ent and the use of 
atomic energy “for constructive 
purposes.” 
The American chief executive,

speaking with obviously deep con­ 
viction and sincerity, laid before 
the three other chiefs of govern­ 
ments his eight-point program for 
achieving peace. 
His eight-step plan for bring­ 
ing an end to the cold war was: 
1. German reunification, follow­ 
ing free all-German elections. 
2. An East-W est security system 
in which a united Germany would 
be free to choose its own allies. 
3. Recognition of the right of 
the 
Soviet 
satellites to choose 
their own forms of governments. 
4. Removal of “communication 
and hum an” barriers separating 
the Soviets and the West. 
5. An end to international Com­ 
m unist subversion. 


6. Limitation of armaments. 
7. A higher standard of living 
for under-developed nations. 
8. Development of peaceful uses 
of atomic energy. 
Faure addressed the conference 
immediately after Eisenhower had 
concluded. 
The French Premier echoed the 
American President’s high hopes 
that the conference might start 
the world on a path to peace. 
But Faure’s outline of French 
aims was received coolly by the 
American delegation. He sketched 
in details his ideas for a plan to 
end the cold war and for budget­ 
ary control of armaments.

TWO OLD WAR BUDDIES 
MEET AGAIN AT GENEVA 
GENEVA (IP) — President Eisenhower and Soviet 
Defense Minister Georgi K. Zhukov greeted each other 
enthusiastically todav at their first meeting since late 
in 1945. 
The meeting of the World W ar II friends at the 
opening of the Big Four conference was described to 
reporters by James C. Hagerty, Eisenhower’s press 
secretary and a member of the American delegation at 
the summit sessions. 
“They had a very enthusiastic meeting,” Hagerty 
said. 
In Washington recently the President said that 
if he and Zhukov should meet here something bene­ 
ficial might come of it in the way of better relations 
between the United States and the Soviet Union. 
Hagerty reported that in the conference room at 
the Palace of Nations today Eisenhower’s first greet­ 
ings were extended to the Russian delegation. The 
President shook hands first with Premier Nikolai 
Bulganin, then with Communist party chief Nikita 
Khrushchev, then Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov. 
T he “very enthusiastic meeting” with Zhukov came 
next. 
Eisenhower, Hagerty. said, inquired about the 
health of Zhukov’s wife. Zhukov in turn asked about 
the President’s son, Maj. John Eisenhower, an aide to 
his father at the conference. 
T he President will be host at dinner tonight to 
Zhukov and other members of the Russian delegation. 
Hagerty said Eisenhower told the defense minister he 
was looking forward to seeing him tonight.

“minor 
troubles”—have 
followed 
the Novato telephone exchange’s 
conversion from manual to dial 
service. 
Since automatic phone service 
began at 12:01 a.m. yesterday, re­ 
pair servicemen of the Los Gatos 
Telephone Co. have been straight­ 
ening out what 
one 
repairm an 
termed “a good many mixups.” 
“This sort of trouble occurs in 
every telephone exchange when it 
converts to dial operation,” com­ 
pany manager Harold Davis said 
today. “During the next several 
days,” he continued, “all company 
forces will be busy clearing up in­ 
dividual cases of trouble. 
Some 
are due to real mechanical diffi­ 
culties and others 
to 
improper 
dialing by subscribers.” 
Some 
subscribers 
have 
com­ 
plained of getting wrong num ­ 
bers. Others say they have heard 
two other persons using their tele­ 
phone lines when they picked up 
the receiver. 
“It’ll all 
be 
straightened 
out 
shortly,” Davis promised. 
One weekend indcident resulted 
in disruption of service to 50 No­ 
vato ^sers, including the line that 
connects 
the 
Independent-Jour- 
nal’s San Rafael and Novato tele­ 
type machines. This was a case of 
cable failure, the company explain­ 
ed. The trouble, Vhich occurred 
yesterday, was “routine” and was 
not connected with the dial con­ 
version.

“I can’t say how happy I am,” 
said the Mill Valley woman who 
lives with her mother, Mrs. Kaethe 
Wahle on Marguerite avenue. 


LONG FIGHT 
Her fight to become an Ameri­ 
can citizen started in 1950, when 
she arrived in the United States 
for urgent medical care and liked 
the country so much she wanted 
to stay. Her situation was brought 
to the attention of former San 
Francisco. 
Congressman 
Franck 
Havcnner and more r e c e n t l y , 
M arin’s 
Congressman 
H u b e r t 
Scudder and Sen. Thomas Kuchel. 
Born in Vienna, Miss Hauser 
traveled 
with 
her mother and 
brother, Max, to the Philippine 
Islands in 1934 and helped her 
family establish a ballet studio at 
Manila. Four years later she re­ 
turned to Vienna to attend school. 
She was forced to remain there 
during the Nazi occupation. 
Meanwhile, 
her 
mother 
and 
brother lived in Manila during the 
Japanese occupation of the islands. 
In 1947, Miss Hauser managed to 
arrange for transportation back to 
Manila to join her family. 


JOINED FAMILY 
She became in need of urgent 
medical 
attention 
in 
1950 
and 
came to the United States on a 
visitor’s permit. After an operation 
at St. Louis, Miss Hauser Joined 
her mother and brother, who were 
then living at Mill Valley. 
Attempting 
to 
get 
her 
visa 
changed from a visitor’s permit to 
pending citizenship, Miss Hauser 
was told the Austrian immigration 
quota had been oversubscribed and 
an eight-year wait was probable. 
Friends referred her problem to 
Havenner in San Francisco, and 
the 
former 
congressman 
intro­ 
duced legislation to remedy her 
situation. However, the bill died 
in a congressional committee. 
It was reintroduced by Scudder 
and Kuchel and won the support 
of Congress this spring. 
Her first job as a new citizen 
is with an importing firm in San 
Francisco. 
Miss Hauser’s brother is m ar­ 
ried to the former Marilyn Hooper 
of Sausalito.

NEW OFFICE, NEW STUDY 
McCarthy Group 
Reviews Success 


Sen. Jack McCarthy’s Interim 
Committee on Public Works set 
up new offices in San Rafael today 
to launch another two-year study 
following successful passage of six 
major laws as the result of its first 
two years work. 
McCarthy’s 
new 
office, 
from 
which he will operate his commit­ 
tee as well as his other legislative 
business, is located in the Marin 
Medical Center, 711 D street. For­ 
merly the 
office 
was at 819 A 
street. 
Signature of the six bills into 
law by Gov. 
Goodwin J. Knight 
was culmination of the study of 
the state Department of Public 
Works. The committee 
made 13 
recommendations for new laws as 
the session opened last January, 
Ray Boege, committee consultant, 
reported. As the session progress­ 
ed, these were consolidated into 11 
bills. Five died in committee; six 
were signed into 
law 
by 
Gov. 
Knight. 
Only one of the major bills was 
defeated, Boege Said. It was SB 


239, which would have set up an 
appointive Public Works Commis­ 
sion, similar to the state Highway 
Commission, responsible for the 
conduct of all public works in the 
state. The bill was defeated in 
committee when it ran into strong 
opposition from the legislative au­ 
ditor, Boege said. 
The bill which will 
have 
the 
most direct effect on the general 
public 
is 
Senate 
Constitutional 
Amendment 6. The public will have 
to vote on this one. 
It changes 
the constitution 
so 
that 
state 
agencies will be permitted to con­ 
tract with private architects and 
engineers when the state 
staffs 
are overloaded. 
This will avoid undue expansion 
and contraction of state organiza­ 
tions * and the added costs which 
such expansions mean, McCarthy 
pointed out. 
In addition, it will 
give private enterprise a still great­ 
er share in the 
state’s 
public 
works, he said. 
A companion bill, SB 118, im-

Seven-Cent Pay Raise Due 


Civilian Army, A.F. Workers 


Several hundred civilian em­ 
ployees at Hamilton Air Force 
Base and at three Army posts in 
Marin County are due for salary 
increases next month, according 
to a wire just received from Con­ 
gressman Hubert B. Scudder from 
Washington, D.C. 
Scudder wired that the Depart­ 
m ent of the Army has advised 
civilian employees in the Army 
and Air Force installations in the 
San Francisco Bay Area will re­ 
ceive average salary increase of 
seven cents an hour effective the 
first pay period after Aug. 5. 
Exactly 
what this means 
at 
Hamilton Air Force Base was not 
known immediately, but members 
of the civilian personnel office 
headed by Albert R. Sears esti­ 
mated 
that 
about 
450 
civilian 
workers might be affected. 
The first pay period after Aug. 


5 would be Aug. 7 and- Aug. 14. 
The civilian workers are divided 
into two groups at Hamilton, with 
the pay period staggered. Actual 
paychecks showing the increase 
will probably go to workers on 
Aug. 26 and Sept. 2. 


Army posts believed affected are 
Forts Barry, Baker and Cronkhite 
in Southern Marin, but the num ­ 
ber of persons to benefit by the 
pay raise was not known. An of­ 
ficial at the payroll division at 
the Army post at th e San F ran­ 
cisco Presidio said she believes 
the pay raise would affect only 
the “wage board employees,” those 
hired on the hourly basis.

Suit Filed In 


Lodge Fire

person to file a damage suit fol­ 
lowing The Lodge fire in San Ra­ 
fael March 9, in which eight per­ 
sons lost their lives. 
Maccoun, who now lives at 420 
Magnolia 
avenue, 
Larkspur, 
is 
asking 
for 
$78,004 
in 
damages 
from Lodge owner Arnold Leon­ 
hard and operators Gerald and 
Gertrude Harrigan. 
His suit, filed F rida/ in Marin 
Superior Court, alleges he suffered 
fractures of the pelvis and shoul­ 
der, cuts, bruises and sprains in 
escaping from the burning build­ 
ing. 
His suit charges the owner and 
operators maintained an inade­ 
quate fire alarm system and in­ 
adequate fire escapes, and allowed 
a vertical stairwell to remain open. 
Maccoun is asking $75,000 in 
general damages, $1,429 in medical 
expenses and $1,575 loss in per­ 
sonal property. 
Other suits against the three 
have been filed by Marcus W. 
Took, who is asking for $19,526 in

Hungary Won't Reveal 
Cardinal's Whereabouts 


VIENNA 
(U.R)—Communist se­ 
cretiveness on the whereabouts of 
Josef Cardinal Mlndszenty indi­ 
cated today he still may be under 
police surveillance in spite of Red 
Hungary’s claim th at he has been 
freed from prison. 
The Hungarian Justice Ministry 
refused to disclose the Cardinal’s 
whereabouts. 
A telephone call to Mindszenty’s 
palace at Budapest brought the 
admission from its staff: “We don’t 
know where he is.” 
W hen the United Press asked to 
meet or to speak with Mindszenty 
the Justice Ministry said such a 
request must go to the Interior 
Ministry, which controls Hungary’s 


Red police network and its pris­ 
ons. 
The implication seemed clear 
th at the Cardinal still was not 
making his own decisions and was 
under police control, 
The Interior Ministry switched 
all newsmen’s inquiries from office 
to office with evasions and contra­ 
dictions.

A nostalgic main street, com­

There’s a stockade, pirate ship 
and replicas of Mickey Mouse and 
fellow cartoon characters of Dis­ 
ney fame.

EDITORIAL OPINION 
Everett Murphy Is Symbol 
Of Marin's Civil Volunteers 


Everett T . Murphy has stepped down as 
chairman of the San Rafael Planning Com­ 
mission after eight years on that body. 
Murphy has been a conscientious, hard 
working citizen, doing a job for his com­ 
munity that needed doing and not asking 
•ither pay or thanks for his work. 
While 
he was on 
the commission 
it 
handled literally thousands of problems both 
big and small. Passed during that period 
were the city’s zoning ordinance, it’s plan­ 
ning and subdivision ordinance, the master 
plan for streets and highways and the off- 
street parking proposals. It has been a tre­ 
mendous job well done. 
Yet M urphy is just one of hundreds of 
Marin residents who have given and are 
giving thousands of man hours of work, 
strenuous work, to their fellow citizens. He 
is merely a symbol of the scores of people 
in every city and community in the county 
who serve on planning commissions, school 
boards, sanitary boards, water boards, recre­ 
ation commissions, fire departments and a 
dozen and one other civic organizations. 
Usually the best that one of these persons 
can expect in the way of appreciation is none 
at all. T he worst, and more usual, is criti­ 
cism, verbal attack and sometimes vilifica­ 
tion. 
If a person doing a job for his com­ 
munity is doing it right, he must make 


decisions. W hen he does make decisions, 
someone wins 
and 
someone 
loses, 
even 
though the decision is usually meant for the 
good of the whole. 


Unfortunately, human nature being what 
it is, usually it is the one who loses who 
becomes vocal. Fighting for what he believes 
he is losing often turns a man from reason­ 
ableness to unreasonable. He loses perspec­ 
tive and sometimes brings personalities into 
the battle. This is the hardest part for the 
volunteers. 


We who sit night after night in meetings 
and watch our friends and neighbors wrestle 
with our common problems, have the utmost 
respect for every one of them. Sometimes we 
disagree with individuals or boards; some­ 
times we, being human, have personal likes 
and dislikes. 
But almost without exception we admire 
and respect these men and women who put 
their time and minds at the public’s disposal. 


So, Mr. Murphy, we do not lessen our 
respect and appreciation for what you have 
done by lumping you in with all these others.

Even H-Bomb Can't Affect Weather 


Atomic and nuclear explosions which have 
been set off in recent years are often blamed 
for exceptionally heavy rains or strong winds 
or extremely dry conditions or unusually 
cold weather. Yet both the U.S. Weather 
Bureau and the Atomic Energy Commission 
deny any connection whatever. And their 
denials are sincere. 


Experts point out that the strength of the 


explosions is puny indeed in comparison 


to

natural forces 
that control 
the 


weather. W hat’s more, the belief that atomic 


blasts are responsible for the unusual crop 
of hurricanes in recent years falls flat in

the face of statistics. 
In many a year before the first A-bomb 
was ever touched off .hurricanes killed more 
people and did more property damage than 
in any recent year. While it is true that more 
hurricanes than ever before were reported 
in the last two years, the Weather Bureau 
says it was not because there were actually 
more, but only because of better methods 
of observation and reporting. 
Man has yet a long way to go before he 
produces any force which even remotely ap­ 
proaches the power of natural forces. W ith 
all our progress, we still can do little about 
the weather—except talk about it. 


Doctor, 94, 'Never Lost A Mother',

NEW YORK (JP) — Dr. John 
Hullinger, who is 94 years old, 
has delivered 3,216 babies — in­ 
cluding a second son by his 
second wife Just last May — and 
worn out 23 automobiles in 63 
years of m edical practice, is an 
unusual physician. 
Tor example, he likes to play 
a cornet. 


DR. HULLINGER, who stands

inches and 
weighs a dwindling 150 pounds, 
has hazel eyes, comes from Clin­ 
ton, Iowa, and says the Ameri­ 
can M edical Assn. has designated 
him as the nation’s oldest prac­ 
ticing physician. 
He has been a fine ice skater, 
doesn’t take pills himself, hasn 't 
been sick since he was a youth. 
The doctor, whose prescription 
for longevity is based on daily 
exercise aftd abstinence from bad 
habits, is m arried to a form er 
nurse, age 36. 


HE CAME HERE to appear on 
an NBC-TV show called “Make 
th e Connection." Here is his life 
story in his own words: 
“I was born Dec. 7, 1860. I lived 
62 years w ith my first wife. She 
died of the rheum atism of old 


age the 13th of January, 1952. 
She was three years 
younger 
th an I. 
"Before I went into medicine 
I was a principal of schools. She 
was a good girl and I m arried 
her and kept her. 


"I REMEMBER the principal 
battles of the Civil W ar and the 
assassination of President Lin­ 
coln. 
"My fath er died in an opera­ 
tion for gall bladder trouble at 
89 years and

and 
knowing w hat we do now I think 
we could have saved him.

LONDON—H ighest B ritish and 
Am erican officials are. I find, 
m aking sim ilar estim ates of why 
the Russians have gone to G ene­ 
va apparently in a mood to m ake 
a beginning a t least toward some 
easing of tensions in the cold 
war. 
London and W ashington are 
agreed th a t the K rem lin is not 
giving up its goal 
of 
bringing 
about a Com munist world by any 
m eans it can. T here is no soft­ 
ness on this point in the B ritish 
governm ent here and there is 
none in W ashington. 
And they are agreed th a t if 
Moscow m akes any concessions 
a t the sum m it 
meeting, 
these 
concessions will not be designed 
to please the West, but to serve 
the security of the USSR. 


WHAT, THEN, are the m ain 
factors 
which 
have 
produced 
w hat President Eisenhower has 
called “the change th a t has ob­ 
viously come about in the Soviet 
attitude?" They are these — and 
this report reflects the considered 
thinking on both sides of the 
A tlantic: 
First and foremost, underlying 
and .overlying all other influ­ 
ences, is th a t they believe the 
K rem lin 
is 
accum ulating

th a t

m eans massive m utual destruc­

THE MEASURE and m agni­

sm aller th an .the gulf between the 
atom ic bomb and the hydrogen 
bomb. 
We know and the Soviets know 
th a t even w ith a surprise attack 
both the U nited States and the 
Soviet Union could deliver dev- 
asting retaliation, with the re ­ 
sult th a t even a theoretical vic­ 
tory in a nuclear war would — 
i n 
S i r 
W inston 
C hurchill’s 
phrase—be "victory on a heap 
of ruins." 


IT IS THE Am erican and B rit­ 
ish conviction th a t the hydrogen 
bomb has m ade war obsolete be­ 
cause nuclear w ar has become an 
instrum ent of universal destruc­ 
tion. We suspect th a t the Soviets 
have been wrestling with the 
same conclusion. 
W hy haven’t they reached this 
conclusion earlier? Perhaps they 
did but while they could intel­ 
lectually grasp it they couldn’t 
taste this conclusion until they 
have adequately developed their 
own hydrogen weapons. 
There are other forces which 
bear on the attitude which the. 
R ussians m ay bring to the sum ­ 
m it m eeting. As the K rem lin has 
heightened the tensions of the 
cold war, the effect has been 
opposite to w hat it wished to 
achieve; 
the 
effect . w a s 
to 
strengthen the unity of the W est­ 
ern alliance, not weaken it. 


MORE IM PORTANT has beSn 
the gathering m ilitary strength 
of the U nited States and W est­ 
ern Europe, culm inating in ra ti­ 
fication of the W estern Euro­ 
pean pacts and the association 
of 
an 
independent, 
rearm ing 
W estern G erm any with NATO. 
As one B ritish official rem arked 
in our conversation this week: 
"W ithin three days after ra ti­ 
fication of the Paris pacts, Mos­ 
cow signed an A ustrian treaty 
after several changes the W est 
dem anded; w ithin eight days the 
Soviets subm itted their first re ­ 
alistic disarm am ent proposals in 
London — proposals which came 
considerably nearer to the posi­ 
tion of the W estern Powers; and 
shortly thereafter Moscow eager­ 
ly accepted the W estern invita­ 
tion to the sum m it conference 
which earlier it had said it would 
not attend if the Paris pacts 
were ratified.” 


BRITISH authorities feel th a t 
the alignm ent of G erm any with 
the W est is a substantial factor 
causing the Soviets to reappraise 
their policies and security in ter­ 
ests. While NATO once prim arily 
rested on the Anglo-American 
alliance, it is now resting upon 
a far more form idable Anglo- 
A m erican-G erm an alliance. The 
view here is th a t the Soviets may 
well have decided th a t a re ­ 
arm ed, 
sovereign, 
rejuvenated. 
W estern-oriented G erm any will 
exercise a trem endous pull on all 
Eastern 
Europe 
and 
m ust be 
countered by some easing of the 
cold war. 
These are the judgm ents which 
the B ritish and Am ericans have 
taken to G eneva—to test them 
at the conference table.

Personal Incomes Top 300 


Billion Dollars For First Time

NEW 
YORK 
(JP) — F atter 
pocketbooks of m any Americans 
are feeding the business boom. 
Personal income totals have 
topped the 300 million dollars a 
year for the first time in his­ 
tory. 
T h at has helped retail sales 
to climb steadily. It has also 
given m any families confidence 
enough in their future to hock 
p art of their expected income 
and buy on the installm ent plan. 
So consum er debt also has risen 
to a new high. 
In turn, 
businessmen 
have 
stepped up their own buying of 
raw m aterials. They have in ­ 
creased th eir production sched­ 
ules, thus adding to their pay­ 
roll totals. They 
have 
raised 
their sights on future expansion.

These three things swell the in ­ 
comes of the producers of raw 
m aterials, of factory workers, of 
the construction industry and of 
the m akers of tools and equip­ 
m ent. 
It is an example of w hat econ­ 
omists m ean 
when 
they 
talk 
about the present business boom 
running along for awhile on its 
own m om entum , even 
if 
new 
stim uli don’t show up. 
Some cynics say the boom on 
top of the boom is a little like 
families prospering by taking in 
each other’s washings '— th a t 
the whole thing could grind to 
a jolting h a lt if consumers should 
stop buying so freely and start 
saving instead. 
B ut figures released last week 
point only to the signs of pros­ 
perity on every hand. 
D epartm ent of Commerce data 
shows

in

m onths of the year personal in ­ 
come was running at an annual

billion 
dollars higher 
th an the year before. In May it 
reached a record 301 billion, fig­ 
ures annually. The jum p of two 
billion over the April rate was 
credited by the departm ent to 
higher employment, longer work 
weeks, and higher hourly wage 
scales. 
A lot of the increase in incomes 
has

into

hands of the m erchants and the 
providers of various services — 
and from them it is working its 
way back to the prim e producers. 
B ut m uch of the additional 
cash has also gone into personal 
savings. The percentage of per­ 
sonal income saved isn’t as high 
this year as in some previous 
ones, but the total has gone on 
steadily climbing.

W ASHINGTON (JP) — In their 
1952 cam paign platform , the R e­ 
publicans had two paragraphs 
on the Russian satellites: one 
full of dynam ite, which m ade 
good political propaganda at the 
time, and the other harm less. 
A fter 
t h e i r 
election 
they 
backed off from the dynam ite­ 
laden 
paragraph. 
They 
had 
failed to carry through on it. 
Three years later they are push­ 
ing for a revised version of the 
harm less one, w ith Democrats* 
help. 


THE EXPLOSIVE paragraph 
said the Republicans w’ould "re­ 
pudiate” all w artim e "secret u n ­ 
derstandings" with the Russians 
which aid “Com munist enslave­ 
m ent." 
The other said: “It will be 
made clear, on the highest au­ 
thority of the President and Con­ 
gress, th a t United States policy 
. . . looks happily forward to th e 
genuine independence of those 
captive peoples." 
This is w hat happened: 
President 
Eisenhower, 
after 
taking office in 1953, said he 
knew' of no agreem ents still se­ 
cret in the sense of not being 
known. If this country started 
repudiating wartim e agreem ents, 
the Russians m ight retaliate by 
canceling some which this coun­ 
try didn’t w ant repudiated—for 
example, the division of Berlin 
between W est and East. 
So, instead of repudiating any­ 
thing, Eisenhower suggested th a t 
Congress, then run by his Re­ 
publicans, 
adopt 
a 
resolution 
which would say: “. . . The U nit­ 
ed Stated rejects any interpre­ 
tation . . . of agreem ents . . . 
which have been perverted to 
bring about the subjugation of 
free peoples . . ." 


THAT WAS soothing enough 
to the Democrats, who argued 
the wartim e agreem ents would 
have been ail right if the R us­ 
sians 
h ad n ’t 
deceitfully 
used 
them to entrap the C entral Eu­ 
ropean countries. 
Eisenhower had to consider the 
D em ocrats’ feelings too. The R e­ 
publicans had control of Con- 
' gress only by a hair. But Eisen­ 
hower’s proposal was too weak 
to suit some Republicans. Tha 
whole thing was shelved. 
Last 
m onth, 
as 
Eisenhower 
prepared to m eet the Russians 
at Geneva, Sen. M cCarthy (R- 
Wis) tried to get the Senate to 
pass a resolution calling upon 
the President to dem and of tha 
Russians th a t they agree to dis­ 
cuss the "status" of Com munist 
control in Europe and Asia. 
The D em ocrats run Congress 
now but Republicans and Demo­ 
crats joined alm ost solidly — tha 
vote was 77-4—to kill th a t idea. 
Opponents said it was butting 
into Eisenhower’s authority, it 
would have tied his hands a t 
Geneva, 
and 
it 
m ight 
hava 
wrecked the conference. 


LAST WEEK the Senate For­ 
eign Relations Committee u nani­ 
mously 
approved 
a 
resolution 
which had joint Democratic and 
Republican backing, and had Ei­ 
senhow er’s approval. 
Briefed down, 
this 
proposal 
proclaims 
hope 
th at 
subject 
countries shall regain their free­ 
dom. 
I t says just about w hat tha 
harm less second paragraph in 
the 
1952 Republican platform 
said. It is so far from the dyna­ 
m ite of the first paragraph in 
the platform th a t it doesn’t even 
m ention Russia or communism 
or broken agreem ents.

Staghound Captures 
Hawaii Yacht Title 


39-Footer Beats Schooner 
For Handicap Championship 


HONOLULU (/P)—Ira lj. Fulmor and his sturdy 31F 
foot ketch Staghound today were the toast of the Trans­ 
pacific yacht race after capturing the fleet title for the second 
successive time. 
The Staghound flashed across the Diamond Head finish 
yesterdav morning, making the 2,225-mile crossing from San 
Pedro in 12 days, 23 hours, 9 min- 
utee, 7 seconds. I t’s corrected time 
of 8 days, 21 hours, 7 minutes, 55 
seconds gave it first place over 
the 49 other entrants. 
The 75-foot schooner Constel­ 
lation, owned by Prank Hooykaas 
of the Los Angeles Yacht Club, 
was second, with the sloop Nalu 
II, owned by Peter G rant of the 
Newport 
Harbor 
Yacht 
Club, 
third. 
Richard 
S. 
Rheem’s 
96-foot 
ketch Morning Star from the Los 
Angeles Yacht Club, which arrived 
first in the record time of 9 days, 
15 hours, 5 minutes, 10 seconds, 
was fifth with 15 of the fleet still 
to reach port. 
Fulmor, of Pasadena, Calif., a 
member of the Newport Harbor 
Yacht Club, set two records in 
winning the race. He was the 
first to win the race twice in 
modern times and also beat his 
own small boat record of 13 
days, 16 hours, 13 minutes set in 
1951. 
Since 
the 
first. Transpacific 
race in 1906, one other boat has 
come in winner more than once. 
The Lurline, owned by H. H. Sin­ 
clair, won the first race in 1906, 
again in 1908 and a third time in 
1912. In two of those races there 
four boats and in the third only 
three. 
This was the 18th race since the 
event was inaugurated. 
Fulmor said “'We didn’t know 
we had won until we reached here. 
The boats we were in doubt about 
were having the same trouble we

Fulmor, sporting several days 
growth of whiskers, was exhaust­ 
ed and said “the boat outlasted the 
crew. It was good strong sailing 
weather and took everything and 
more than we had to put out. 
Those last few days were real 
hairy. Everyone would have given 
a few hundred dollars to get away 
from that wheel.” 
Navigator for the trip was Coast 
Guard 
Commander 
Robert 
T. 
Leary of Long Beach, Calif., and 
Honolulu. He was navigator for the 
1953 race and a member of the 
1951 crew. 
Unlike many of the other boats 
which lost sails, cracked booms 
and lost spinnakers, Fulmor said 
“We lost no gear, the breeze held 
from start to finish. We never ran 
less than 175 miles in a day and 
had a top run of 199 miles. We 
averaged 7.65 knots for the trip.” 
Fulmor estimated they covered 
2,378 miles “about 50 or 60 miles 
more than in 1953. At the start we 
swung a little farther south.” 
The biennial race which costs 
the yachtsmen hundreds of thous­ 
ands of dollars will reach its cli­ 
max Friday night at the trophy 
presentation dinner. 
Gov. Samuel W. King of Hawaii 
will present Fulmor the governor’s 
trophy, a replica of the double 
hulled Hawaiian sailing outrigger.

Probers Seek Cause Of

CHICAGO 
(/P)—Engineers

ed to capacity, was coming in low 
for an instrum ent landing in the 
early Morning fog yesterday when 
it clipped a gasoline station sign 
at the endge of Midway Airport, 
flipped over and plowed into the 
ground. 
“The plane should never have 
attempted the landing,” said Cook 
County Coroner W alter McCarron, 
who is conducting an inquest. 
At Dallas, Braniff headquarters 
said they would not comment on 
his statem ent at this time because 


“the investigation of the safety of 
this operation now is in the hands 
of investigators of the Civil Aero­ 
nautics Board. 
The plane, en route from Dallas 
to Chicago, ticked the 15-foot-high 
Electric sign, crashed a fence and 
spun onto its back inside the air­ 
port, one wing ripped off and the 
other aflame. 
The 
wreckage skidded 
nearly 
half a mile, to within a few hun­ 
dred yards of the airport fire sta­ 
tion. Fast-acting crash crews put 
out the sea of gasoline flames 
within three minutes, saving many 
of the 43 persons aboard. The 
plane carried 40 passengers and a 
crew of three.

WASHINGTON (AV-Sen. John 
Sparkman (D-Ala) predicted to­ 
day the Democrats will win next 
year’s presidential election with 
an upsurge of strength in the 
Midwest, 
New York 
and 
Cali­ 
fornia. 
Sparkman, the party’s 1952 vice 
presidential 
candidate, 
said 
his 
travels have convinced him Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower’s reputed popu­ 
larity is not as great as Repub­ 
licans contend. 
“We can win next year’s election 
if w?e put the kind of effort into 
the campaign th at we should,” he 
said. “It will be a different story 
from 1952. I don’t think President 
Eisenhower could carry a Southern 
state as of today.” 
Sparkman said he expects Ad- 


lai Stevenson to announce this fall 
that he will seek the Democratic 
nomination again. 


Sparkman said his optimism for 
1956 is based primarily on what 
he called “dissatisfaction” in Mid­ 
west farm areas, the likely return 
of Dixie states to the Democratic 
column and a trend toward the 
Democrats in governor elections. 


Since 1952 the Democrats have 
taken governorships »away from the 
GOP in nine states. 
Sparkman said he agrees with 
Democratic National C h a i r m a n 
Paul M. Butler th at one of the 
principal issues in 1956 will involve 
what Butler called the adm inistra­ 
tion’s tendency “to serve certain 
special interests.” 


CASABLANCA, Morocco (U.R)—

Clothing Idea

FARIS—Good-looking ready-to- 
wear is the newest wrinkle in 
French fashion. 
How to be chic though not riqh 
is no longer an insoluble problem 
for the fastidious Frenchwoman. 
P^r the first time, she finds it 
possible to buy well-designed, well- 
made clothes off the rack. 
If this is a wonderful break for 
the shop girl and housewife, it is 
no less a historic 
break with 
French tradition. For the country 
famous for setting world styles 
until 
recently 
had 
nothing 
to 
boast of in its own readymade 
line. 
To put it bluntly, French ready- 
to-wear was a horror, avoided by 
all who could afford it with the 
aid of an indispensable “little 
dressmaker/’

Experts Are Surprised So Few Are 
Affected By Lack Of Love, Not Many 


Not only the so-called do-gooders 
from whom you might expect it, 
but also psychariatrists, novelists 
and pundits have taken to talking 
about love these days as If it were 
something they’d just Invented.

You could just about say that 
the main reason the 21 cast their 
lots inside the iron curtain was 
that what they left behind wasn’t 
important to them.

So it was easy for those skilled in 
manipulating the human mind to 
turn their feelings of injustice, 
their bitter hurts, their resent-

ments at the poverty of their lives 
to animosity for their own country. 
Long before Virginia Pasley ever 
heard of the 21, the Communists 
had made careful studies of their 
lives. The men were ordered to 
write many pages about themselves 
and the knowledge thus gained by 
their captors was skillfully used to 
poison and inflame their minds. 
A naturalized American citizen 
who had suffered under Nazism 
was artfully persuaded that the 
United States was now dominated 
by home-grown Nazism. All were 
made to feel that others were to 
blame for the sufferings they had 
known an<J led to assume that in 
the future away from America they 
would have opportunities for self­ 
development they’d never had be­ 
fore. 


Some Americans, sitting com­ 
fortably in their easy chairs, secure 
in the love and warmth of family 
life, a full ice-box in the kitchen, 
a cop on the corner and a good 
job 
waiting tomorrow morning, 
shake puzzled heads at the curious 
idea of any young American de­ 
liberately turning his back on the 
country where the pursuit of hap­ 
piness is a guaranteed right of 
every citizen. Even starvation and 
torture, we believe, wouldn’t make 
us behave so. The experts are not 
so sure—but they do know that 
k>ve makes a wonderful armor. 
Their feeling seems to be surprise, 
not that so many are affected by 
the lack of it as that so few are. 
Because even in this land of the 
free, there is still not enough love 
to go round.

There it is pooled, pasteur­ 
ized and frozen, ready for distri­ 
bution or for storage. 
In each case, permission is re­ 
quested of the prospective donor 
mother’s obseterician and pedia­ 
trician to assure health of both 
donor and baby. Result of a cur­ 
rent chest x-ray is taken, and the

warded $500 to his family, and 
must continue to support them if 
he wants to stay in Europe. Other­ 
wise, his visa will be revoked and 
he will be forced to return. 


That much-cussed highway nuis­ 
ance, the slow poke who hogs the 
inside lane and creates a traffic 
bottleneck, is finally headed for 
the pokey, a California Highway 
Patrol representative told members 
of Novato Rotary Club Friday at 
their meeting at Tommy’s Novato 
Inn. 
A law “with teeth in it,” intro­ 
duced by Marin Sen. Jack Mc­ 
Carthy and signed by Gov. Good­ 
win J. Knight will take effect 
Sept. 7, it was disclosed by Guy 
Root, one of the state’s five full­ 
time, uniformed safety education 
program leaders. 


MUST STAY TO RIGHT 
Briefly, the law as paraphrased 
by Root, stipulates that motorists 
must at all times and as long as 
is practical drive in the right-hand 
lane except when overtaking and 
passing another vehicle. 


The old law, which Root labeled 
“useless,” had loopholes which dis­ 
couraged CHP officers out to en­ 
force it. It held that vehicles trav­ 
eling slower than the “normal 
flow of traffic” were in violation 
of the law. As a result, Root said, 
“many people tagged have pleaded 
not guilty on the basis of a tech­ 
nicality.” 


An example of the old law’s 
loophole, Root said, is the case of 
two cars traveling neck-and-neck 
in adjoining lanes—both going at 
35 miles per hour. They hold up

all other traffic and are tagged. 
But their 35-mile-per hour speed 
is then judged to be the “normal 
flow of traffic,” and the offenders 
go free. 


CRACKDOWN ORDERED 
Root had another piece of bad 
news for the sloppy highway driv­ 
er. The governor, concerned about 
“the terrible black eye” cast upon 
the State of California during the 
fourth of July weekend, has or­ 
dered the CHP to tighten up law 
enforcement on the highways. 
With 42 fatalities chalked up 
during the three days, “this time 
we outdid ourselves,” commented 
Root. 
Root warned the group that 
highway patrolmen have been in­ 
structed to enforce laws much 
more strictly and rigidly than ever 
before in light of the governor s 
crackdown order. 
The greatest number of acci­ 
dents, Root said, are still caused 
by violators of the speed law (of 
which the slow poke is certainly 
one, he emphasized). Next on ths 
list comes that “zenith of dis­ 
courtesy,” right-of-way violations.
